Macy's Fireworks to return this July 4th

Sparks are going to fly on the 
East River once again. 

After five years of holding 
its annual July 4 fireworks dis- 
play on barges along the distant 
Hudson River, Macy’s is restor- 
ing the light show to its longtime 
home in Brooklyn’s front yard, 
Mayor DeBlasio announced on 
Monday.

“Now even 
more New Yorkers will get to take 
part in this extraordinary cele- 
bration, against the backdrop of 


the Brooklyn Bridge, the harbor, 
and our skyline.” 

The succession of dark nights 
on the United States’ birthday sad- 
dened Brooklynites and borough 
pols, who called on the city and 
the Big Cotton vendor to return 
the razzle-dazzle to its rightful 
place on the East River. 

This year’s spectacle will in- 
clude fireworks launched from 
the Brooklyn Bridge, according

‘Worst’ parks to get makeover 

Dumbo's grim Bridge Parks to become part of fitness loop

Brooklyn’s worst parks ever 
could be getting a temporary 
makeover. 

The Dumbo Improvement Dis- 
trict is looking for designers to 
help transform Bridge Park 1, 
Bridge Park 2, and Bridge Park 3, 
barren concrete parks at the base 
of the Brookly n-Queens Express- 
way, into a workout loop. 

“These are very under-utilized 
areas,” said Alexandria Sica, exec- 
utive director of the pro-business 
group. “We’re hoping to breathe 
some life into them.” 

The organization wants to take 
eight small parks in the area, in- 
cluding the Bridge Parks, which 
are a far cry from the nearby lux- 
ury of Brookly n Bridge Park, and 
turn them into a mile -long fit- 
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A map of the fitness route planned to criss-cross around 
Dumbo, with stops in some of the borough's worst parks. 


ness track. Designers can incorpo- 
rate signs, paint, custom workout 
equipment, and other elements — 
as long as they get people mov- 
ing, Sica said. 

The Bridge Parks, which we 
profiled in September, live up 
to their Soviet-sounding names, 
tucked as they are into the shad- 
ows of the Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan bridges and the elevated 
expressway and consisting of lit- 
tle more than cracked pavement, 
a rusty playground, and a soli- 
tary basketball hoop. A few well- 
placed touches could turn the area 
from a dump into the perfect place 
to get your heart pumping, a de- 
sign firm honcho said. 

“It’s an urban environment. It’s 
pretty nasty. It’s tough. It’s noisy,” 
said Laetitia Wolff, program di- 
rector with the American Insti-

It's van-demonium 


Activists blast police over 
'racist' dollar-van crackdown

Park Slope cops have been tick- 
eting and seizing unlicensed dol- 
lar vans since January, a move 
activists are calling a racially mo- 
tivated blow against drivers try- 
ing to make a living. 

Prospect Heights’ 78th po- 
lice precinct has cited nine un- 
credentialed drivers and seized 
14 of the permitless vans, which 
these days charge $2 for some- 
times-wild rides along maj or thor- 
oughfares such as Atlantic and 
Flatbush avenues, according to 
cops. A community organizer ar- 
gues that the crackdown is a rac-

ist reaction to black and Carib- 
bean people who are just looking 
to bring home a paycheck. 


“Most drivers are Caribbean 
or people of color,” said Imani 
Henry, an organizer with the com- 
munity group Equality for Flat- 
bush, which is campaigning to 
stop the anti-van initiative. “This 
is their income and people are try- 
ing to feed their families.” 

A longtime dollar-van rider 
echoed Henry’s concerns, say- 
ing that the city is trying to scrub 
Flatbush Avenue of its trademark 
conveyances to appease future 
residents of luxury developments 
along the thoroughfare. 

“This is gentrification 101,” 
said Derrick Edwards, who has 
lived on Flatbush Avenue for 
four years. 

Another veteran dollar-van 
commuter said the no-frills rides 
fill in the gaps left by the Metro-

Williamsburg board snubs on-street bike racks, claiming car-park poverty

A local panel is not letting any more 
Williamsburg and Greenpoint parking 
spaces get turned over to bike racks 
without a fight. 

Last week, the board voted against 
four bike corrals proposed for the area 
overseen by Community Board 1 be- 
cause each of them would replace an 
on-street parking spot. The vote was 
12-7 against the bids, not because of 
the merits of the individual proposals, 
but because the War on Cars has got to 
stop, one board member said. 

“Enough is enough,” said board 
member Simon Weiser. “They can

put it on the sidewalk and stop tak- 
ing away car parking spaces.” 

The corrals are a city initiative to 
place bike racks on the street rather 
than on the sidewalk. Businesses can 
currently request corrals in front of 
their storefronts and partner with the 
city to maintain them. Each corral is 
designed to hold eight bicycles. 


The four businesses that requested 
the corrals are Summers Juice and Cof- 
fee on S. Fourth Street, Tutu’s, a bar 
on Bogart Street, Bike Smith II, a bi- 
cycle store on Grand Street, and the 
CrossFit Virtuosity gym at on Bayard 
Street, all in Williamsburg. 

The proprietor of one rejected busi- 
ness said that he wanted a bike cor- 
ral to help rid the area of the eyesore 
created by two-wheelers locked willy- 
nilly to poles, to spare pedestrians the 
hazard posed by such wanton steed- 
hitching, and to make customers’ bikes 
more difficult to steal. 

“We believe it is our responsibility 
to beautify the area,” said Tutu’s co- 


owner Jason Merritt. “And it is ben- 
eficial to businesses to have safe bike 
parking that is not on street signs and 
posts.” 

Board members who voted against 
the corrals argued that there is plenty 
of room on sidewalks for bike parking 
and that their turf has lost too many 
parking spaces to the CitiBike bike- 
share program and the planned de- 
mapping of Union Avenue in the mid- 
dle of McCarren Park, which is meant 
to make the greensward more pedes- 
trian-friendly. Parking is now more 
difficult than it was a few years ago, 
Weiser argued.

Nets will eat up Raptors

Many Nets fans are proba- 
bly happy to be seeing the To- 
ronto Raptors as their team’s 
opponent in the first round 
of the NBA playoffs, espe- 
cially after last year’s em- 
barrassing loss to the Chi- 
cago Bulls.

This is what all that money 
was for. 

In July, when Brooklyn 
sent shock waves across the 
NBA landscape by trading for 
past-their-prime stars Kevin 
Garnett and Paul Pierce, 
the goal wasn’t to have the 
league’s best regular sea- 
son record.

For as good as Brooklyn 
stars Deron Williams and Joe 
Johnson are, they have been 
unable to will their teams to 
that level of competition dur- 
ing otherwise impressive ca- 
reers. The Boston imports 
could finally light a fire under 


one of the game’s best back- 
courts that inspires them to 
greater heights. 

This year, the Nets face the 
Toronto Raptors in the first 
round.

Community board vies 
to annex Atlantic Yards

A border dispute is brew- 
ing over which community 
board should have the priv- 
ilege of holding the Atlan- 
tic Yards mega-development 
within its boundaries. 

The panel overseeing 
Downtown and Fort Greene 
made the first offensive when 
it voted 22-7-2 on Wednes- 
day night to rejigger the dis- 
trict boundaries so that all 
of the mega-development is 
within its grip, which would 
end the project’s years as the 
famous Three Corners of 
Brooklyn, where it is possible 
to stand in community boards 
2, 6, and 8 at once. In pitching 
the idea, which would sim- 
plify who picks up the trash 
and sweeps the streets at the 
planned 16-tower town cen- 
tered around Flatbush and 
Atlantic avenues, leadership 
from Fort Greene’s Commu- 
nity Board 2 insisted that the 
move was to make govern- 
ment more efficient, not to 
bogart the right to have a say 
over the project. 

“This is not a land grab,” 
saidboard2 chairwoman Shir- 
ley McRae, who voted against 
the measure. “I don’t want this 
to be misinterpreted.” 

The three boards’ bound- 
aries converge on Sixth Av- 


enue and Pacific Street, be- 
hind the Barclays Center. 
The arena itself is split be- 
tween community boards 2 
and 6 and a portion of the 
planned residential devel- 
opment, which a Chinese- 
government-owned devel- 
oper plans to finance, falls 
within Prospect Heights’ 
board 8, a member of which 
says it is the rightful arbiter 
of the compound. 

“Future residents of At- 
lantic Yards are going to con- 
sider themselves residents of 
Prospect Heights,” said Gib 
Veconi, a member of Commu- 
nity Board 8’s housing com- 
mittee. “You need to respect 
neighborhood boundaries.” 

Aside from their advisory 
duties on land use issues, the 
appointed community boards 
are also the conduit for resi- 
dents to communicate with 
city agencies about services 
such as trash-pickup, street- 
sweeping, and policing. The 
three boards all weighed in 
during the early phases of 
the project, and they all get 
preferential treatment when 
it comes to job training pro- 
grams and affordable hous- 
ing tied to the plan. 

The process surrounding 
the city approval of the hot- 
button complex, which Forest 
City once promised to have

nothing more American than 
shopping at Marshall’s. 

Outside the Barclays Cen- 
ter, I found a line of would- 
be Celine Dions waiting for 
their shot at the big time.

completed by 2016, but which 
now has no public deadline, 
familiarized the boards with 
each other, one bureaucratic 
stalwart said. 

“We share interests be- 
cause we share borders,” 
said Craig Hammerman, dis- 
trict manager for Community 
Board 6. “Atlantic Yards has 
brought us together.” 

But now that the three 
boards have gotten a taste 
of the complex, none is ea- 
ger to part with it. The com- 
munity boards used to share 
boundaries with the local po- 
lice precincts, as is common 
citywide, but the police de- 
partment changed precinct 
lines in 2012 ahead of the 
Barclays Center’s grand open- 
ing, giving Prospect Heights’ 
78th Precinct full responsibil- 
ity for the arena, and Commu- 
nity Board 2 is against follow- 
ing suit because to do so would 
be to lose its sway over the de- 
velopment, McRae said. 

“The board members feel 
very passionately about the 
promises that were made 
with Atlantic Yards,” said 
McRae after the meeting. 


“They want to ensure those 
promises are kept.” 

Robert Perris, the pan- 
el’s one full-time employee, 
tasked with administrating 
the sometimes-unwieldy vol- 
unteer body, says he does 
not care which group ends 
up in charge, so long as it 
is just one. 

“It’s inefficient for three 
different district manag- 
ers to be managing one de- 
velopment site,” said Rob- 
ert Perris, board 2’s district 
manager, explaining that as 
the 32-story B2 tower rises 
and an additional 15 loom 
in theory, the problem can 
only worsen. “With each suc- 
cessive building it becomes 
more of an issue.” 

The city charter provides 
an opportunity to redraw the 
lines every 10 years and the 
window is rapidly closing. 

Mayor DeBlasio would 
have to submit a proposal 
for changes to the districts 
by May 1 and Perris and 
Hammerman both said the 
city is unlikely to make any 
changes unless all three 
boards agree.

Rent de-stabilization 

Tenants sue landlord, claiming racial bias

A Prospect Lefferts Gar- 
dens landlord is harassing his 
rent-stabilized, black tenants 
and letting their apartments 
crumble around them to move 
in wealthy white people, a 
lawsuit alleges. 

Residents of Homewood 
Gardens, a partially rent- 
regulated complex near the 
State University ofNew York 
Downstate Medical Center, 
filed the federal suit on Mon- 
day, claiming that building 
owner Yeshaya Wasserman 
is refusing to make repairs 
andmaking fake claims about 
missing rent checks, illegal 
appliances, and pet owner- 
ship. The predominately Af- 
rican-American renters claim 
the tactics constitute a cam- 
paign to clear them out and 
replace them with affluent 
white people, in violation of 
federal civil rights law. 

“His motivation is to get 
people like me out,” said Al- 
ston Pilgrim, a math profes- 
sor at Medgar Evers College 
whohaslivedinhis apartment 
since 1980. “Butl'vebeenhere 


a long time. I don’t really care 
to go anyplace else.” 

Wasserman, who bought 
the 52-apartment complex 
in 2009, is not cashing their 
rent checks and is claiming 
long-tolerated washing ma- 
chines and pets are not al- 
lowed in a bid to put their 
owners out on the street, 
tenants claimed at a press 
conference inside Saint Ga- 
briel’s Episcopal Church on 
Hawthorne Street on Tues- 
day. Since buying the place, 
Wasserman has managed to 
drive out 20 tenants and has 
replaced them almost exclu- 


sively with white renters, the 
court papers say. 

"This goes beyond just 
harassment,” said Edward 
Josephson, director of litiga- 
tion at Legal Services NYC, 
which helped file the law- 
suit. “This is discrimination. 
They’re trying to push out 
the people who have been 
here for decades.” 

The buildings are lo- 
cated along Hawthorne and 
Brooklyn avenues near Win- 
gate Park and all the units 
are three-bedrooms. The 
only new black tenant left 
the complex after Wasser- 


man jacked up his rent when 
his first lease expired, resi- 
dents said. 

Mikela Atherton lives in 
one of the Brooklyn Avenue 
buildings with her mother and 
three kids. She said the family 
paid their rent on time every 
month, but came home one 
day to find an eviction notice 
taped to her door, demanding 
10 months in back rent. 

“I was like, ‘What?’ ” she 
said. "It’s scary. He’s harass- 
ing these people so much — 
until they get fed up and j ust 
leave.” 

Worse is the landlord’s ne- 
glect of apartments rented by 
long-term tenants, Altherton 
said. The sink in her bath- 
room fell off the wall recently, 
nearly crushing her 6-year- 
old son, she said. 

“He was shaking,” she said. 
“He was really scared.” 

The landlord had the sink 
replaced later the same day, 
but Altherton said the fix was 
a shoddy one. 

“They came and just 
slapped a new one up. Now 
it’s leaking,” she said. 

One of the tenants’ law- 
yers said this type of half- 
hearted upkeep is part of 
Wasserman’s strategy. 

“They do a sort of parody 
of repairs,” said Josephson. 

Wasserman’s lawyer did 
not respond to requests for 
comment. 
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Bertolt bereft 

Boerum Hill leftist haven to disband

A leftist hub on Atlantic 
Avenue will shutter due to 
out-of-control debts and its 
organizers are blaming gen- 
trification. 

The Brecht Forum served 
as a gathering place for left- 
wing activists of all stripes 
for the past 39 years, but was 
a new arrival in Boerum Hill, 
between Bond and Hoyt 
streets, where it moved in 
November to seek refuge 
from soaring rents in Man- 
hattan’s Greenwich Village. 
The venue’s rent across the 
East River rose to as much 


as $9,000 a month, accord- 
ing to the executive direc- 
tor, but Brooklyn proved not 
to be the economic safe ha- 
ven the anti-capitalist rab- 
ble-rousers were struggling 
to find. 

“We too were hopeful 
for our new beginning, but 
it has become clear that in a 
rapidly gentrifying city, we 
have been living on borrowed 
time, and that despite the 
strong support of our com- 
munity, this configuration 
of our project is un-sustain- 
able,” the venue’s board of 
directors wrote in an e-mail 
announcing the closure. 


The venue hosted the 
likes of prolific pamphle- 
teerNoam Chomsky and Oc- 
cupy Wall Street protesters 
before the organization’s for- 
mer landlord sued the group 
for back rent in February and 
the staff, which was already 
diminished from three full- 
time workers to one, realized 
the arc of history was bend- 
ing towards closure. 

“We just couldn’t make 
ends meet like so many other 
small organizations and 
small businesses through- 
out the city,” executive di- 
rector Matt Birkhold said. 
“There were no intellectual

or ideology disagreements — 
we just couldn’t deal with the 
financial burdens.” 

The Forum, named after 


famed communist playwright 
Bertolt Brecht, was founded 
in 1975 by a group of Marx- 
ist civil rights and commu- 
nity activists, according to 
the institution’s website. 

The space was crucial for 
people who wanted to talk 
about the burning issues of 
our time, such as social jus- 
tice and socialism, accord- 
ing to Birkhold. 

“What I will miss the most 
is the ability to feel like I con- 
tribute to a space in which 
people can work through 
very important political 
questions,” he said. 

The outfit will cease to 
legally exist on May 8, but 
its spirit will live on, Birk- 
hold said. 

The venue hosted a fare- 
well discussion about what it 
could have done differently 
and what is next on Wednes- 
day, after press time.

Photographer captures vinyl collectors’ treasure troves

ake this book for a spin. 

A Carroll Gardens photog- 
rapher is releasing a book of 
images that peer into the lives of 
vinyl fetishists — the record-col- 
lecting kind — and you can get 
your hands on an initial pressing 
during the book’s launch party at 
Dumbo’s PowerHouse Arena on 
April 19. 

“Dust & Grooves: Adventures 
in Record Collecting” chronicles 
130 vinyl record collectors and 
their hoards, giving voyeuristic 
vinyl fans an exciting glimpse into 
some really saucy stacks. 

“It’s like when you hear about 
‘food porn,”’ said photographer 
and author Eilon Paz, referring to 
the practice of taking glamorized 
photos of food. “People get a kick 
out of vicariously living through 
other people’s vinyl.” 

Paz dreamed up the project not 
long after moving from Israel to 
Brooklyn during the depths of the 
Great Recession. 

“There were just no jobs, so 
I found myself in record stores 
killing time, and then the idea hit 
me,” he said. 

“Dust & Grooves” started as a pet proj- 
ect — Paz would photograph a collector 
and post shots to a blog — but soon vi- 
nyl fans were clamoring for encores. Af- 
ter four years of shooting, Paz parlayed 
the project into a book. 

There was no shortage of source material, 
but Paz said he found that the record-collect- 
ing set fit a pretty narrow stereotype. 


“They’re nerdy, a bit anal, mostly men, 
and most of them have cats,” he said. 

But expect a more varied view from 
“Dust & Grooves.” Paz deliberately sought 
out people who didn’t fit that demographic 
— though finding female record collec- 
tors who wanted to flaunt their stuff was 
like looking for a needle in a record stack, 
he said. 


“They don’t have this urge to show off,” 
he said. “With the men, it’s almost like 
they are showing me their trophies.” 

But he has managed to amass a diverse 
collection of collectors for the book — 
young and old, men and women, the anal 
and the unfastidious. 

About 20 of the book’s subjects will be 
spinning cuts from their collections dur-

Robopera 

Bow down to your new robot opera-lords. 

On April 22, a Boerum Hill theater will play 
host to a one-act opera featuring a futuristic 
world chock-full of biomorphic androids who 
perform menial household duties and have sex on 
command. The produc- 
tion should inspire some 
laughs, said the show’s 
artistic director, but it is 
also deadly serious. 

“There are themes 
of sex and a lot of dirty 
jokes, but at the same 
time it’s looking at these 
deep issues of inner long- 
ing and what it means to 
be human,” said Amelia Lukas of the Ear Heart 
Music modern chamber music series, which is put- 
ting on the production along with American Mod- 
ern Ensemble and American Opera Projects. 

Penned by composer Robert Paterson, “The 
Companion” — which is only 35 minutes long 
— follows a corporate executive named Maya 
who is unhappy with Joe, a robot that is percep- 
tive and handsome but not emotionally available. 
Maya calls tech support worker Dax to upgrades 
Joe, but after a bout of flirting, Maya realizes 
it is the human Dax she wants after all. 

The opera is unique in that it is written al- 
most like a play and presents a sophisticated 
acting challenge to the singers, according to 
the stage director. 

“It changes constantly from moment to mo- 
ment and there’s a lot of subtle dynamics be- 
tween characters,” said Walker Lewis, who 
j ust returned from directing “The Threepenny 
Opera” in Texas. “It’s an amazing fusion of 
theater and opera at the same time.” 

And the arias do not stop with androids. An- 
other 30-minute opera exploring the human and 
nonhuman aspects of the Virgin Mary, “The 
Wanton Sublime,” will precede the robotic re- 
vue. The biblical display has more of an ethe- 
real and slightly neo-romantic music style to 
it, according to Lukas, who wanted to pair the 
operas together out of sheer contrariety. 

“It is that contrast and dichotomy that I found 
really fascinating,” Lukas said. “The two operas 
are actually extremely different, both in their 
musical aesthetic and also in their content.”

Found flicks 

In spite of all the shoulder pads, hair spray, 
and neon clothes, the 1980s were a bastion of 
earnestness. 

That is the main point that comes across 
in the Found Footage Festival, a roving film 
fest that collects unintentionally hilarious vid- 
eos culled from base- 
ments and dusty dis- 
count bins across the 
world, and puts them 
on the big screen. 

“There was such a 
wide-eyed innocence 
and naivety back then,” 
said Nick Prueher, co- 
founder of the festival. 

“People record them- 
selves now and there is much more control and 
self-awareness about it. They know it could be 
seen all over the world. We cannot go back to 
those simpler times.” 

This is the 10th anniversary of the fest, which 
Prueher and his partner Joe Pickett founded 
after years spent amassing VHS tapes. 

The two started collecting the tapes when 
they were bored teenagers living in a small 
town in Wisconsin. Prueher and Pickett would 
dive through thrift-store troves and then in- 
vite friends over to watch the strange finds. 
The pair soon realized there was a big audi- 
ence out there for vintage videos. 

“It was revelatory that people found this 
stuff as funny as we did,” said Prueher. 

Today, the pair has accrued a collection of 
more than 6,000 VHS tapes. Of course, they 
transfer the tapes to digital video before they 
travel the world with them. 

Some of their favorite clips from their col- 
lection include a middle-aged woman leading 
a face-workout, a 1997 instructional video on 
cybersex, and a roundtable on whelping. 

“They say things like ‘by now you should 
know that your b — is pregnant’ and ‘shave 
yourb — down’ all with a straight face,” said 
Prueher. “Our show really has not matured at 
all in the past 10 years.”

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Food (book) fight! 

Cookbook authors face off live on stage

A battle of words is cooking in 
Brooklyn. 

On April 26, the annual Food 
Book Fair will turn a book reading 
into a heated competition with its 
first “Food Book Slam” — in which 
10 cookbook authors will try to win 
over a live audience with the best on- 
stage readings of their own comes- 
tible-centric publications.

A novel with great novelty 


Dumbo -published book has mystery authors

T his historical thriller of- 
fers an intriguing look 
at some fresh fictional 
possibilities. 

“Altai,” published by 
Dumbo’s Verso Books, is 
written not by a single au- 
thor but by an anonymous 
collective using a method 
they compare to jazz im- 
provisation. 

As “Altai” opens, a 16-cen- 
tury spy catcher named 
Emanuele de Zante finds 
himself on the wrong side 
of his trade, framed by his 
Venetian masters for a crime 
he didn’t commit and pur- 
sued across continents. His 
knowledge of Venice’s in- 


ner workings make him 
valuable to his former 
patron’s enemies, and 
he eventually ends up 
in an odd corner of the 
Ottoman Empire, aid- 
ing a man with a Mo- 
ses complex who wants to 
seize Cypress and make it a 
new Jewish homeland. 

The novel’s short, punchy 
chapters conclude with cliff- 
hangers. Its episodic shape 
and helter-skelter, scaven- 
ger-hunt nature are similar to 
Dan Brown’s “The Da Vinci 
Code.” Outlandish characters 
with unnecessary backstories 
pop up, proffering a bridge to 
whatever or wherever’s next, 
and there is no time to breathe 
or question coincidence. 

It is a form at least as old 
as Buchan’s “The Thirty-Nine 
Steps” or G.K. Chesterton’s 
“The Man Who Was Thurs- 



day” — templates of thriller- 
dom from which “Altai” dif- 
fers mostly in its absence of 
racism and its liberatory politi- 
cal underpinnings. It is in part 
a book about the roles those 
denied empire (in this case, 


the Jews) might play in a world 
defined by empires. Along the 
way, De Zante learns to accept 
and then embrace his own 
previously renounced Jew- 
ishness, a straight-forward 
interior journey in contrast 
to his dizzying geographi- 
cal movements. 

“Altai” also differs from 
most thrillers in that our 
protagonist is a watcher, 
a listener, and a loyal ser- 
vant, not someone who 
tends to take action on his 
own behalf. Whether as 
prisoner, refugee or emis- 
sary, de Zante is very of- 
ten shuttled around at the 
whims of more powerful men. 
He is frequently a witness, 
rarely a participant shaping 
the outcome of events. 

There are very good pas- 
sages, notably de Zante’s 
introduction to a city under 


siege, but most of the writing 
could be generously described 
as workmanlike. The collec- 
tive behind “Altai” clearly ap- 
preciates the art of the airport 
potboiler, but whether they 
indulge in its tropes wink- 
ingly or because they find it 
an effective literary mode, 
readers with snootier sensi- 
bilities may not be amused 
by frequent patches of ma- 
cho bramble — terse declar- 
atory sentences and showers 
of fragmentary noun phrase 
meant to drive home the im- 
port of a situation or event. 

As de Zante eavesdrops on 
the 100th turbaned conspirator 
sharing a strategic secret with 
the 101st, readers had better 
enj oy the texture and tenor of 
the book rather than trying 
to keep straight every name, 
place, and political allegiance. 
Soon enough, de Zante will 
be whisked away to another 
exotic locale, enmeshed in a 
fresh conspiracy.

Street artist builds giant tree inside museum

S woon has sailed in to the Brook- 
lyn Museum. 

A maj or new exhibition from 
Brooklyn artist Swoon has trans- 
formed the rotunda of the Brook- 
lyn Museum into a fanciful land- 
scape with a giant aluminum tree, 
boats made from salvaged refuse, 
and a gazebo that acts like a kind of 
temple. The artist said she wanted 
to go big for her borough. 

“This place is my home,” said 
Swoon, whose real name is Caledo- 
nia Curry. “I poured all of my own 
energy and resources into this. And 
I think we were really able to pull 
something together here, we haven’t 
been able to anywhere else.” 

The centerpiece of “Swoon: 
Submerged Motherlands,” which 
opened on April 11 and runs 
through August 24, is an enormous 
aluminum tree sculpture, strewn 
with hand-dyed fabric and cut pa- 
per. The whimsical arbor nearly 
reaches the top of the domed ceil- 
ing, and weighs so much installers 
had some trouble hoisting it up. 
But the curator said it was worth 
the work. 

“The tree really fills the space,” 
said Sharon Matt Atkins, managing 
curator at the Brooklyn Museum. 
"It uses the height of the rotunda in 
a way I’ve never seen.” 

Another big part of the show 
are the boats Swoon designed for a 
previous project, “The Swimming 
Cities of Serenissima.” Made from 
salvaged materials, Swoon and a 
crew sailed the hodgepodge ves- 
sels into Venice during the 2009 


Biennale — stopping to perform 
music and puppetry acts for on- 
lookers on land. The new show 
gives people a closer look at the 
unwieldy ships. 

“When we pulled them out of 
the water, they were such mon- 
strosities,” Swoon said. “I thought 
it would be good if people could 
spend some time with them. And 
be close to them.” 

The boats, like much of Swoon’s 
work, are a commentary on climate 
change issues. And the exhibition’s 
name conjures the loss of homelands 
that can be caused by environmen- 
tal devastation. 

“I was looking at the vulnerabil- 
ity of motherlands,” she said. “And 
looking at cultures that were de- 
stroyed because of their land be- 
ing lost.” 

Swoon, who studied at the Pratt 
Institute and has lived in Brooklyn 
since the late 1990s, keeps her street- 
art roots close at hand — even inside 
the Brooklyn Museum. The exhibi- 
tion includes a number of the intri- 
cate wheat-pasting prints for which 
she first became known. 

The artist said she enjoys working 
on both types of platforms. 

“A museum is a protected envi- 
ronment in which you get to create 
your own world,” she said. “Out- 
1 side, I get to make these fleeting in- 
| terventions. For me, these are both 
i§ spokes on a wheel.”

Istanbul Park sets itself apart from the rest with delicious Turkish fare

With Turkish restaurants 
every few Brooklyn blocks, 
and many named after the fa- 
mous city of Istanbul, how do 
you distinguish one from the 
other? 

Remember this one: Istan- 
bul Park, in Park Slope. You’ll 
recognize it by the bright red 
awning outside the restaurant, 
and once you taste the food, it 
will be unforgettable. 

“Nothing here comes from 
a can,” says Chef Isa, who 
owns the restaurant with 
Alper, the manager. “Every- 
thing is homemade.” 

It’s a distinction you can sa- 
vor. The shepherd’s salad is a 
snowfall of fresh cheese blan- 
keting crisp cucumbers, toma- 
toes, and mouth-watering sea- 
sonings. The humus is pure 
chickpeas with lemon juice 
and tahini. The sauced egg- 
plant showcases the vegetable 
with fresh tomatoes, green 
peppers, onions, and garlic. 

At age 32, Chef Isa has 20 
years’ experience creating col- 
orful and tasty dishes. He grew 
up in the restaurant business, 
working at his brother’s es- 
tablishment in Turkey, start- 
ing when he was 10 years old. 
Then, he spent 13 years here, 
toiling as a chef at other ven- 
ues, before establishing his 
own place. 

The restaurant’s location 
— across the street from busy 
Methodist Hospital — along 
with its quality fare, and rea- 
sonable pricing, makes Istan- 
bul Park a magnet for take- 
out business. A $10.95 lunch 
special includes soup or salad 
and a hearty main course. It 
may be just what the doctor 
ordered. Literally. 

Inside, there’s seating for 
60 people. It’s a colorful place, 
well-organized and inviting,

with its bright coral walls, 
track lighting, and ceiling 
fans. The restaurant has huge 
windows that overlook Sev- 
enth Avenue, and lovely etched 
glass adorns the doorway. 

An open kitchen sits across 
a back wall, and to the right 
is a wine and beer bar. The 
recommended Turkish beer 
is Efes, named for the ancient 
city of Ephesus, which argu- 
ably contains some of the most 
stunning ruins on the planet. 


It’s fitting because Chef Isa’s 
interest in history is evident. 
He is in the process of obtain- 
ing some 100-year-old artifacts 
to place on the walls — focus- 
ing on utensils such as spoons, 
forks, and knives. Presently, 
the interior is decorated with 
huge photos of Turkey. 

The menu contains all the 
wonderful dishes that com- 
prise the Turkish cuisine. 
Start with appetizers like 
stuffed grape leaves, wrapped 


around rice and pine nuts. En- 
joy the babaghonush — char- 
grilled eggplant, blended with 
tahini, yogurt, and garlic oil. 
The creamy cacik — yogurt, 
cucumbers, garlic, and spices 
— is perfect for scooping on to 
freshly baked pita bread that’s 
brought to every table. 

In Turkey people eat zuc- 
chini pancakes for breakfast, 
says Chef Isa, but here, it’s of- 
fered as another tasty appetizer, 
mixed with feta cheese, dill, 


flour, and then egg-pan fried. 

The sigara boregi — crisp 
dough wrapped around feta 
cheese and parsley, also deep- 
fried— is always a good choice. 
Fried calamari is cooked ten- 
der on the inside, crisp on the 
outside. 

If it all sounds tempting, or- 
der it all. The mixed appetizer 
plate provides an assortment 
of appetizers in tasting-sized 
portions. It’s a great way to try 
dishes you may not have expe- 


rienced, and if you like them, 
you can order the full size next 
visit. 

For main dishes, there’s 
lots of shish kebab. The 
chicken kebab is marinated 
with Chef Isa’s special blend 
of herbs and spices, as are the 
lamb cubes. Shrimp kebabs 
are a nice size, layered with 
thick slices of peppers and on- 
ions. For a more unique kebab, 
try the Adana — ground lamb 
seasoned with red bell peppers 
and paprika. 

If you prefer a meal that’s 
not served on a stick, there 
are quite a few options for 
you, too. Consider the bran- 
zini, ordered as a whole fish, 
char-grilled, and served with 
a mixed salad. Or, the sultan’s 
delight. You choose the meat 
— chicken or lamb — and it’s 
served sauteed with smoked 
eggplant puree, Kashar 
cheese, and heavy cream. 

Enjoy it with a selection 
from the wine bar, and you’ll 
sip out of exquisite, oversized 
glasses. 

Turkish tea or Turkish 
coffee is a must for dessert, 
accompanied by homemade 
baklava that contains nuts 
and honey stuffed inside ultra- 
thin sheets of phyllo dough. 
Delicious. 

Want to host a party at 
home? Why cook when Is- 
tanbul Park offers a catering 
menu for a reasonable $14.50 
per person that includes salad, 
hot and cold appetizers, main 
course, rice, bread, and soda. 

If you’re planning to party 
at the restaurant, pricing 
starts at $18.50 per person.

A bookmobile, a play- 
ground overhaul, and a 
dirty-bathroom clean-up 
are top priority city proj- 
ects, according to residents 
of neighborhoods from Gow- 
anus to Greenpoint who put 
their heads together to de- 
cide how $1 million of public 
money should be spent. 

More than 2,000 voters 
turned out from March 30 
to April 6 for the so-called 
“participatory budgeting” 
process to choose pet projects 
forthe 33rd Council district, 
which encompasses Brook- 
lyn Heights, Greenpoint, 
and parts of Williamsburg, 
Park Slope, and Boerum 
Hill. Fixing the dilapidated 
playground in Greenpoint’s 
McGolrick Park got the sup- 
port of neighbors to the tune 
of $450,000 — and to the de- 
light of area activists. 


“The playground has been 
debilitated in recent years and 
kids are getting injured,” said 
Mike Schade, a member of 
the McGolrick Park Neigh- 
borhood Alliance. “We are 
so grateful that we will be 
able to fix it up.” 

The playground’s wooden 


planks are splintery, the paint 
is chipping, and the benches 
are in rough shape, a park 
regular said. 

Affordable housing 
group Saint Nick’s Alli- 
ances scored $198,000 for 
its Booklyn Shuttle, which 
will drive around Williams- 


burg, Bushwick, and Green- 
point offering free books — 
to have and to borrow — to 
poor kids. The group needs 
an additional $27,000 to fin- 
ish decking out the bus and 
another $ 100,000 to operate it 
for a year. But the first wind- 
fall is much appreciated, a 
group rep said. 

“We’re incredibly grate- 
ful that North Brooklyn resi- 
dents recognized the impor- 
tance of fostering literacy in 
our community,” said Greg 
Hanlon, spokesman for the 
advocacy group. 

Other winners included 
a handful of playgrounds 
in public housing develop- 
3 ments, the Gowanus Houses’ 
| community center, and the 
f; bathrooms at PS 261 in 
Boerum Hill, where many 
toilets currently do not flush, 
many stalls will not lock, and 
there are no soap and towel 
dispensers, according to the 
New York Post. 

The schoolhouse’s royal 
flush harkens back to the 
2013 citizen pick of Car- 
roll Gradens’ PS 51, where 
nasty lavatories got a high- 
tech upgrade in the neigh- 
boring 39th District.

politan Transportation Au- 
thority’s spotty service. 

“The MTA is not always 
reliable,” said Cheryl Sealey, 
a Flatbush resident. “Folks 
use them as regular trans- 
portation not because they’re 
cheaper or anything, but to 
cut the time people have to 
wait at bus stations to get to 
work on time.” 

But cops’ take is that the 
lead-footed drivers piloting 
un-permitted passenger vans 
and illegally picking up street 
hails pose a hazard to every- 
one else on the road. 

“We want to send a mes- 
sage that they’re not safe,” 
said community affairs of- 


ficer Brian Laffey. 

Slopers and Prospect 
Heights residents complain 
that the vans often block traf- 
fic near bus stops to pick up 
and drop off passengers, ac- 
cording to Laffey. The 78th 
Precinct is still pouncing 
on scofflaw private-shuttle 
drivers and handing them 
over to the Taxi and Lim- 
ousine Commission, which 
will seize the vehicles and 
charge owners $1,500 to get 
them back, Laffey said.

year after it gets installed this 
fall. The city’s Department 
of Small Business Services 
is footing the bill, which is 
expected to come to $40,000. 
Robert Moses spearheaded 
construction of the portion 
of the Brooklyn-Queens Ex- 
pressway that today separates 
Downtown from Dumbo in 
the 1950s and 1960s. The 
planned route for the el- 
evated highway was ad- 
justed to avoid cutting di- 
rectly through Downtown 
and Brooklyn Heights. The 
Bridge Parks were made out 
of leftover space at the foot 
of the overpass and a visit 


makes it clear that they were 
afterthoughts. 

“The shapes are dictated 
by the way the streets are 
sliced,” Sica said. 

Sica hopes sprucing up the 
desolate expanses will en- 
courage people to move be- 
tween Brooklyn Heights and 
Dumbo more. The planned 
gym-rat route starts at the 
Cadman Plaza running loop, 
winds past Clumber Corner 
and through Bar and Grill 
Park, similarly uninviting 
slivers of grass, parts of them 
sloping up to meet the free- 
way, and finishes by travel- 
ing through the three Bridge 
Parks.

A decision gone wrong 


D id you hear the one 
about the parents 
who took two tod- 
dlers on a 36-foot sailboat 
and started to go around the 
world? It sounds like the start 
of a joke, but it’s not. 

Charlotte and Eric Kauf- 
man made international head- 
lines when they needed to be 
rescued at sea with their 1- 
and 3 -year-old daughters 900 
miles off the coast of Mex- 
ico last week. 

In the midst of the drama 
surrounding their plight — 
the youngest girl was sick, 
an Air National Guard rescue 
team parachuted to the boat 
— parents around the world 
condemned them for risking 
their children’s lives. 

The truth is, parents have 
for centuries dragged their 
kids along into the unknown. 
They have done it out of fear, 
passion, and the pursuit of a 
meaningful life. It’s called 
being a family and is totally 
different from allowing your 
children to take risks on their 
own. 

If either of my daughters 
had wanted to take up drag 
racing at the age of 10, they 
would have been out of luck. 



But if we, as a 
family, moved 
to Antarctica, I 
admit my girls 
wouldn't have 
had much choice 
in the matter. 

This is not 

about risks. Fam- 
ilies take risks and face un- 
foreseen dangers all the time. 
Years ago, there was the fam- 
ily that pulled off the highway 
in Los Angeles and ended up 
in a gang-infested neighbor- 
hood on a dead-end street. 
They were shot at, and one 
girl was killed in the ensu- 
ing violence. There is also 
the story of the Kim fam- 
ily, who took a wrong turn, 
got stranded in the moun- 
tains of Oregon where the 
father died. These are situa- 
tions where normal life turns 
horribly wrong. 

My family made the 
choice to move to Brook- 
lyn from New Hampshire. 
No real risks were involved, 
but we chose between two 
very different lifestyles and 
dragged my then 1 -year-old 
girl along with us. Should I 
have gone before a review 
board to defend this deci-

sion? What if I was taking 
my family to another coun- 
try, or to live in the moun- 
tains off the grid? 

I remember reading my 
kids “The Little House in 
the Big Wood,” a fiction- 
alized account of Laura In- 
galls Wilder’s childhood 
in the wilds of Wisconsin. 
By today’s standards, this 
was a brutal life, but fami- 
lies choose this path now as
